Tho figures of births and deaths shown in this statement 
for the week ending the I7th December , 1949 relate to 192 
towns with an estimated population of 24,835 thousands. The 
total number of towns is 224 and their population is 27,309 
thousands. Thus 86% of the total number of towns represent, 
ing 91% of the total population is covered in this statement 
Tho numbers of births and deaths recorded in theso towns 
were 17,604 and 9,619 representing birth and death ratoo of 
36 • 9 and 20 • 1 per thousand of population respectively. 

(A) Indian Provinces.— Tho data here relate to 166 towns 
with an ottimati d population of 21,866 tbomajids. Infor- 
mation for Bihar and Assam oould not be included. Tho 
total number of towns is 192 and their population is 23,759 
thousands, Thus 86% of the total number of towns repre- 
senting 92% of tho total population is covered. The numbers 
of births and doaths rocordi d in iheso towns were 15,813 and 
8,725 representing birth and death rates of 37-6 and 20-7 


per thousand of population respectively. The table at 
end givos tho position by provinces. 

The towns of Krishnagar in West, Bengal and Hapur 
U. I*, recorded high death rates of 53‘4 and 53 • 1 respec, 
ivoly. In Krishnagar, the high rate was not due to any one 
of the specified causes. In Hapur, the high death rate was' 
mainly due to deaths from fevors and respiratory diseases . 

(B) Unions and States The data here relate to 26 
towns with an estimated population of 2,969 thousands. 
Tho total number of towns is 32 and their population is 
3,550 thousands. Thus 81% of the total number of towns 
representing 84% of the total population is covered. The 
numbers of births and deaths wore 1,791 and 894 represent- 
ing birth and death rates of 31 - 4 and 15-7 per thousand of 
population respectively, No town recordod a high death 
rate of 50 or ovor per thousand of population.
